REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance is that the cited prior art fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a 
an invert arm assembly for use in an individual section glassware forming machine or a 
method of forming articles of glassware with an apparatus comprising an invert base 
wherein a ball screw, positioned within the invert base, having oppositely threaded 
portions engaging first and second nuts that are engaged with a first and second neck 
ring arms as recited in claims 1,49, 78 and 80. 

In particular, the cited prior art fails to disclose or reasonably suggest the claimed 
ball screw having opposite threaded portions that engage the ring arms. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
